At  Sisterhood  Shabbat  Service 

Sister  Carol  A .  Rittner,  the  Director  of  the  Elie 
Wiesel  Foundation  for  Humanity,  will  be  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  Sisterhood  Shabbat  Service,  Fri¬ 
day,  April  14  at  8  p.m.  An  activist  in  promoting 
Jewish-Christian  dialogue,  Sister  Rittner  will 
speak  on  “Sisters  in  Solidarity”. 


For  many  years  Sister  Rittner  has  presented 
Vimerous  papers  on  the  Holocaust  to  Jewish  and 
Christian  groups  at  professional  meetings  and 
conferences. 

She  is  the  co-Executive  Producer  of  two  ac¬ 
claimed  films:  “The  Courage  to  Care”,  a  16mm 
film  about  Christians  who  helped  Jews  during  the 
Holocaust,  which  was  nominated  for  a  1986 
Academy  Award  for  Short  Documentary  and  a 
1987  National  Emmy  Award  for  Best  Director; 
“The  Triumph  of  Memory”,  a  film  about  four  non- 
Jews  who  survived  Nazi  concentration  camps, 
which  has  been  accepted  for  distribution  by  the 
ADL  of  B’nai  B’rith. 

She  is  the  editor  of  Elie  Wiesel:  Between 
Memory  and  Imagination,  a  collection  of  essays 
by  leading  scholars  critiquing  the  work  of  Elie 
Wiesel.

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The  Rushdie  Affair 

In  a  recent  discussion  with  Sisterhood  I  men¬ 
tioned  that  Judaism  too  has  had  its  share  of  cen¬ 
sorship.  Books  were  banned  by  our  ecclesiastical 
authorities  in  defense  of  the  faith.  If  Judaism  has 
a  better  record  than  other  faiths  in  this  matter, 
it  could  be  that  we  were  mostly  powerless  to  im¬ 
pose  censorship.  Furthermore,  we  have  learned 
from  bitter  experience  when  our  writings  were 
banned  by  others. 

Rabbi  Louis  Jacobs,  the  spiritual  leader  of  the 
Conservative  movement  in  Great  Britian,  has 
written  that  “most  of  us  today  accept  the  principles 
of  freedom  and  tolerance,  but  this  is  chiefly  the 
result  of  the  efforts  of  thinkers  and  writers  like 
Milton,  Spinoza,  John  Locke  and  John  Stuart 
Mill.” 

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  those  who  do 
not  accept  Western  liberal  ideas  are  still  in  favor 
of  censorship.  In  fact,  there  can  be  little  doubt 
about  it.  The  Chief  Rabbis  of  Israel  and  Great 
Britian  have  called  for  bans  on  books  insulting 
religions.  After  Maimonides’  death  some  of  his 
opponents  placed  a  ban  on  his  works.  Hassidic 
works  were  burned  publicly.  The  Hassidim 
retaliated  by  burning  anti-Hassidic  books.  Or¬ 
thodox  rabbis  banned  books  by  the  Maskilim 
[enlightened  thinkers] .  In  the  1930s  in  Latvia, 
the  Agudas  Yisroel  Orthodox  Organization  con¬ 
spired  with  the  Fascist  dictator  to  ban  all  secular 
Hebrew  and  Yiddish  books.  Many  will  remember 
the  public  burning  here  in  the  United  States  of 
the  prayer  books  of  Mordecai  Kaplan.  It  should 
be  stated  that  our  Orthodox  co-religionists  have 
not  normally  uttered  direct  death  threats,  but  even 
that  is  debatable  for  they  are  fond  of  uttering  curses 
of  death  upon  those  with  whom  they  disagree. 

Sean  French,  a  British  journalist,  wrote  recent¬ 
ly  in  The  New  Statesman  that  “Western  freedom 
is  as  incompatable  with  Islamic  fundamentalism 
as  it  is  with  any  other  form  of  totalitarianism. 
Ayatollah  Khomeini  disapproves  of  the  West  not 
just  for  its  faults  but  for  what  we  consider  its  vir¬ 
tues  -  tolerance,  autonomous  institutions  and 
relative  freedom  for  women.”

MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONGREGATION  who  wish  to  “sell  their  hametz ” 
through  the  offices  of  Rabbi  Lincoln  may  do  so  by  calling  his  secretary  dur¬ 
ing  business  hours  at  369-2600.  Offerings  may  be  made  to  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Welfare  Fund. 


Forbidden  Foods 

CERTAIN  FOODS  CAN  NOTBE  EATEN  on  Passover.  These  include  those 
foods  prepared  from  five  species  of  grain:  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye 
which  have  been  allowed  to  leaven .  Any  food  containing  even  a  minute  amount 
of  this  leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addition,  rice,  millet,  com, 
peas  and  beans  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods  by  the  rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and  crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well 
as  cereals  made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  beverages,  including  wines, 
are  forbidden  as  well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover.  Since 
all  mixtures  of  leavened  or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such  as 
candies  and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification  to 
be  used  on  Passover.  Commercially  produced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical  authority  are  permitted. 

Permitted  Foods 

PERMITTED  WITHOUT  a  Kosher  for  Passover  label  are:  fruits  and 
vegetables  (except  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and  frozen 
state,  string  beans,  coffee,  tea,  sugar,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  provided  no 
other  ingredient  has  been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

ONLY  DISHES  AND  UTENSILS  SPECIALLY  RESERVED  for  Passover 
should  be  used.  It  is  possible  to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of  metal  and 
which  are  used  during  the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  them,  allowing  them 
to  stand  unused  for  24  hours  and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  All 
table  glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal  which  are  used  for  cooking  (not 
for  baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being  washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours 
and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made  wholly  of  metal, 
but  used  for  boiling,  may  be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then  heating  them 
until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the  year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover. 
Earthenware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  used  during  the  year  may 
not  be  used  during  Passover.

ASK  THE  RABBI 

Q:  Why  are  the  commentaries  on  the  Tanach  (Bi¬ 
ble)  called  Rabbah?  Genesis  Rabbah;  Leviticus 
Rabbah;  etc.?  The  only  meaning  I  know  is  Todah 
Rabbah  (Thank  you  very  much).  What  does  it 
mean? 

A:  It  is  the  same  word.  It  seems  that  some 
Midrashim  (homilies)  and  commentaries  were  in¬ 
complete  or  less  comprehensive.  This  particular 
set  of  works  of  the  3rd  Century  were  “very  much”, 
big,  complete,  large;  thus  the  name  Rabbah. 


Q:  Rabbi  Harlow  in  our  Sim  Shalom  prayer  book 
does  not  translate  the  term  Adonai  Zva-ot.  What 
does  it  mean? 

A:  Usually  it  is  translated  “the  Lord  of  Hosts”  or 
“the  Lord  Sabaoth”  in  Christian  prayer  books.  I 
suspect  that  Rabbi  Harlow  left  it  untranslated 
because  no  one  can  be  sure  just  what  it  does  in¬ 
dicate.  Z'va  means  an  army  or  host,  but  scholars 
are  unsure  whether  God’s  host  or  army  are 
celestial  stalwarts  standing  around  the  throne  of 
Heaven  or  worldly  warriors  fighting  the  Lord’s 
battles  on  Earth .  There  certainly  seems  to  be  some 
kind  of  military  connection  as  far  as  the  prophets 
are  concerned.  An  interesting  article  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  can  be  found  in  the  Enclyclopedia  Judaica 
located  in  the  Reference  Section  of  our  Library 
under  the  title  “Host  of  Heaven”.
